TION OF PUBLIC BONDS. 
Among the proposed constitu- 
tional amendments adopted by the 
last Legislature, to be submitted to 
the voters of the State for ratifica- 
tion or rejection at the election to 
be held in November next, was the 
following, which is known as State 

Constitutional Amendment No. 3: 

“Resolved, by the Senate, the As- 
sembly concurring: That the Legis- 
lature of the State of California at 
its regular session, commencing on 
the seventh day of January, nineteen 
hundred and one, (two-thirds of all 
members elected to each house con- 
curring,) hereby proposes that Arti- 
cle Thirteen of the Constitution of 
said State be amended by adding 
thereto a new section to be known as 
section one-and-three-quarters, which 
shall read as follows, to wit: : 
Section 1%. All bonds hereafter 
issued by the State of California, or 
by any country, ‘city and county, 
r.unicipal corporation, or district (in- 
cluding school, reclamation and irri- 
gation districts) within said State, 
shall be free and exempt from taxa- 
tion.” 

It is to be hoped that the voters 
of California will not be so unmind- 
ful of their own interests as to vote 
down this proposed amendment. The 
tax imposed under the present law 
upon municipal and other public 
bonds is mischievous, unnecessary. 
and practically inoperative, as regards 
its theoretical results. It virtually 
precludes the sale of municipal and 
other bonds in the communities where 
taey are issued, with the result that 
most of the public bonds in Califor- 
nia are held by Eastern investors. It 
has been conservatively estimated 
that the public bonds outstanding in 
the State aggregate about $16,000,000, 
of which one-half are the bonds of 
municipalities, the remainder being

in that we not only prevent them 
from investing in public loans, but 
tax them to pay interest to outside 


posed upon competitive bidding tor 
public bonds naturally forces them to 
a lower premium than they would 
bring if the competition were free end 
untrammeled, while it makes the 
rate of interest higher. If the bonds 
were not taxed, therefore, they would 
command higher premiums and would 
carry lower interest, which would re- 
duce the rate of taxation. 

The people have two or three 
times voted down a proposed amend- 


class, for the 
borrower invariably pays the tax, in 
one form or another. But the prop- 
osition to exempt public bonds from 
taxation is another matter. There 
should be no doubt as to the ratification 
of the above amendment in November. 
In voting for it the people will be 
voting for the promotion of their 
own interests; for the present law is of 
little or no public benefit, while its re- 
peal will be a decided public and 
private benefit. 


STUDY IN CLIMATE. 

We showed recently that the fig- 
ures recorded by the thermometer, of 
the temperature at any given place, 
are misleading, so far as the effects 
of such temperature upon a human 
being are concerned, the explanation 
of which is that the comfort or dis- 
comfort of acertain degree of tempera- 
ture depends chiefly upon the amount 
of humidity there may be in the atmos- 
phere. In consequence of this, a de- 
gree of heat is endifrable, or even 
comfortable, in California, which 


would cause prostrations east of the 


mountains. 

The truth of this statement is str.k- 
ingly confirmed in an interesting table 
furnished to The Times by a South- 
ern California correspondent, and pub- 
lished on Sunday. It is an extract 
from the monthly weather review, 
published by the Weather Bureau at 
Washington, and shows the wet-bulb 
or sensible temperature, for the 
month of July, 1901, at over fifty 
cities of the United States, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and from the 
Canadian line to the Gulf of Mexico. 
These wet-bulb records are obtained 
by wrapping a wet cloth about the 
thermometer, which puts it in a con- 
dition similar to that of a man 
when the record is taken, the cloth in- 
ducing evaporation, and thus render- 
ing latent a portion’ of the heat, 
which would otherwise affect the 
_ The record obtained in this way is 
striking and remarkable. It is shown, 
among other things, that the sensible 
temperature of the Pacific Coast, in 
summer, is lower than that of any 
other section of the country, running 
from 54 to 61 deg., whereas other sec- 
tions range from 63 to 76 deg. Here 
are some sample figures:

Here we see that New York, with 
a dry-bulb temperature only 3 deg. 
higher than Los Angeles, has a sen- 
sible temperature 9 deg. higher, while 
Key West, in Florida, with a dry- 
bulb temperature 4 deg. higher. 
shows 15 deg. more of sensible heat 
This should definitely settle the ques- 
tion of the relative summer climates 
of California and Florida, if there 
ever had been any doubt on the sub- 
ject. 

One of the remarkable showings is 
that made by Arizona. Phoenix, 
with a dry-bulb temperature of 106, 
shows a sensible temperature of only 
68, or 2 deg. less than that of New 
York, while Yuma, with 105 deg. as the 
dry-bulb record, is only 3 deg. higher 
than Phoenix in appreciable heat, 
showing just the same figure as Phil- 
adelphia, which does not record over 
87 deg. for the dry-bulb temperature 
of the month. This shows that a 
temperature of 106 deg. in Phoenix 
is 3 deg. lower than a tem- 
perature of 87 deg. in Philadel- 
phia, so fer as its effects on human 
beings is concerned, thus confirming 
the statement frequently made by 
The Times, that a temperature of 100 
deg. in Southern California is less 
trying than one of 80 deg. on the At- 
lantic Coast. Incidentally, we shall 
have to call back that old story about 
the soldier and his blankets, which has 
given Yuma so bad a reputation as 
a summer health resort. There are 
ten cities mentioned in this table 
which are from 1 to 6 deg. higher 


than Yuma.

duce a typical, virile and artistic 
American drama was lost. James 
Neill has made a fine production of the 
play at the Burbank this week, and as 
New York has declared it one of the 
best dramas of the past year, Los An- 
geles may well be grateful for a chan 
to see it. |

Klein 
did not, but Langdon Mitchell fur- 
bished up the effort for a prominent 
eastern stock actor, Frank Keenan, 
and the result was the gloss of success 
obtained by a mixture of excellent at- 
mosphere with rank mechanical melo- 
drama. 

The atmosphere is that of Lilinois in 
pre-sla very days when Lincoln is un- 
known, but a man of whom a great 
future is predicted. John Griggsby is 
not represented as Lincoln, but he is 
like the great man in his naive humor, 
in his probity and in being a lawyer 
and a politician as Lincoln was. 
Griggsby “jokes very seriously,” and 
he falls ingenuously in 
teacher of negro children. This teacher 
has been attacked in the leading jour- 
nal of the Sangamon county town, and 
Griggsby sues the owner for damages. 
In this way the northern hate of the 

is shown, and it becomes the 
motive of the play. Ogden, the owner 
of the paper, is a scheming and cor- 
rupt lawyer. He secures the nomina- 
tion of Griggsby for the Supreme 
Bench, and then tries to bribe him to 
vote for a compromise bill allowing the 
trade of slaves in Illinois. Griggsby is 
all but worsted by the bold e ntery 
and the unblushing villainy of Ogden, 
when he discovers that the newspaper 
man is the lost father of the teacher, 
whose case he has in hand. 

There are three big climaxes, and 
dramatically the action is cunningly 
arranged. But the devices are not nat- 
ural. The school teacher's character 
is presented as womanly, but it be- 
comes selfish and hysterical. Griggsby 
is shown to be upright and unhesitat- 
ing, but to prolong the intense scenes 
he is made vacillating and even cow- 
ardly. The bribery is a vulgar and 
open botchery, of which the meanest 
ward politician would be ashamed, for 

is represented as offering a 

to Griggsby in cold blood, and it 
difficult to believe that so dignified 

a judge would ever submit to the di- 
rect attempt, however amenable he 
might be to an indirect seduction. It 
is true that he does not submit, but 
Ogden shows a very crude political 
subtlety in attempting the job. The 
dramatist has failed to make his char- 
ac their actions plausible, 
however well he has succeeded in mak- 
ing the atmosphere effective and the 
action interesting. It is, in short, good 
playwrighting, but poor human nature. 

Mr. Neill in ‘playing John Griggsby 
has a more congenial part than he has 
had since David Holmes in “A Bache- 
lors Romance.” His inability to be 
unctuous in comedy and to rise to the 
temperamental heights of the big situ- 
ations are apparent. Frank MacVicars 
in the character of the villain, Ogden, 
presents a bit of work that is not sur- 

by any of the eastern actors 
that come here. It is so fine a vil- 
lainy that at one place where he had 
th sane to himself the gallery broke 
out on Sunday night with hisses, while 
the instinctive admiration of the rest 
of the house gave him applause. He 
has the advantage of an exceptional 
personality; he also has an exceptional 
intelligence; he has a fine artistic in- 
stinct, and he has a faultless delivery. 
MacVicars’s diction is a delight to the 
ear as the picture of his presence is a 
delight to the eye. Donald Bowles 
shows a boyish petulance as the son of 
Griggsby that is spontaneous; it is re- 
moved from his usual superficial man- 
ner.

NO HAY FEVER HERE. 

Veteran Pennsylvania Lawyer and 

Jurist Learns Benefits of Southern 

California Climate. 

Judge William H. Livingood, a vet- 
eran lawyer and jurist of Reading, Pa., 
left yesterday for Salt Lake City and 
Colorado Springs. after having spent 
several months in California for the 
benefit of his health. Judge Livingood | 
was for thirty years a victim of hay 
fever, which attacked him as regularly 
as summer came around. This year, on 
the advice of his physician, he tried 
California climate as a preventative, 
and during his stay in Los Angeles and 
vicinity was entirely exempt from his 
annual malady. While in San Fran- 
cisco several weeks ago, however, the 
judge took a severe cold, which seemed 
to settle in his lower limbs and left 
him extremely weak. His condition 
improved after returning to Los An- 
geles, and yesterday he was strong 
enough to start on his return journey 
‘to his eastern home, which he expects 
to make by slow stages, stopping at 
various health resorts en route. 

While in this city Judge Livingood 
came into prominence by being re- 
tained as counsel for Mrs. Aldrich, the 
widow, or rather one of the widows, of 
the late Dr. Aldrich, who committed 
suicide at the Hotel Savoy after a des- 
perate battle with the police while re- 
sisting arrest on a charge of perjury 
and bigamy. The Pennsylvania jurist 
and lawyer came into the case through 
being a guest at the Savoy at the time 
of the tragedy. Through his efforts the 
hotel property was saved to his client 
and he also did much besides to facil- 
itate the distribution of Dr. Aldrich's 
large estate to the rightful heirs. 

Before Judge Livingood could act as 
an attorney of record in the Aldrich 
case, it was. necessary for him to be 
admitted to practice in the Supreme 
Court of California. He was admitted
